Berlin, Nov. 11.— Members o f 
the Pan - German party were 
pressing the Stresemann govern­ 
ment to break with France even 
at the risk of war, it was learned 
from well informed sources. 
Str* .-KMWinn plans to quit the Ruhr 
population forthwith and place re­ 
sponsibility for its care on France 
as announced yesterday were attrib­ 
utable to Ret its influence from Pan- 
German leaders. 
Germany would cease negotiations 
and let France do her worst, accord­ 
ing to the Pan-German plan. 
Although this step might 
mean 
loss of the Ruhr and Rhineland the 
German government would never ad­ 
mit their separation from the Reich 
and all Germany 
would 
consider 
their loss only temporary, 
it 
was 
said today. 
The last of the subsidies to tilt* 
population of the district will cease 
November 26th lf the plan adopted 
yesterday in a conference between 
Chancellor Stresemann and represen­ 
tatives of the occupied 
regions

The new minister of the interior 
Dr. Jarres, told his subordinates con­ 
fidently that this course would mean 
temporary loss of the districts, the 
United Press was Informed. 
“ Rut a united Germany will com* 
again in the future." he was reported 
to have said. 
The return of the crown prince to 
his castle In Oels was considered by 
the Germans a closed incident today 
The government's flat denial of th* 
ex-kals<r’s reported intention to re 
turn caused most people to forget the 
rumors. 
General Erich Von Ludendorff. on« 
of the leaders of the Hittlerite coui 
vowed over th e grave of his late 
valet in Munich yesterday to go on 
w ith the fight, dispatches reported. 
The valet, Kurt N* wbaucr, jumped 
In fro n t of Ludendorff to protect him 
from machine gun bullets fired 
by 
D ictator Von K a h r’s troops in put­ 
ting down the uprising. 
Taking the 
helm et from his head as he stood 
over the grave Ludendorff exclaimed: 
"I intend to continue."

CROWN PRINCE SAYS 


HE IS OUT OF POLITICS 


Frlederich W ilhelm, former crown 
prince of Germany declared today he 
abstaining from having anything 
to do with the politics of his father­ 
land. 
Iii an interview' granted the U nit­ 
ed Press, liis first authorized utter­ 
ances since his return from five years 
exile in 
Holland, the heir to the 
Hohenzoliern throne 
indicated that 
he was follow ing a policy of keeping 
hands off the turbulent political sit­ 
uation with its monarchist and com­ 
munist plots and underplots. 
In opening the interview the for­ 
mer rrowm prince said: 
"Please don’t ask me about poli­ 
tics. 
Don’t press me for political ut­ 
terances." 
The next moment he opened a live­ 
ly tire of questions of his own about 
affaire of state throughout the world, 
asking them with all the enthusiasm 
of a news hungry reporter. 
"How about the British election*,’’ 
demanded eagerly. 
"Has Lloyd George a chance to 
win the premiership again?" 
"I like his book.” he said. 
"After five years in Holland when 
elated from my own people I lost 
direct touch with the world,” he said, 
explaining his lack of Information. 
"I have nothing hut the warmest 
praise for my treatment in Holland," 
he remarked and then looked around 
the room, smiled and remarked: 
"But there is no place like home." 
Aa he spoke two of his children 
• ntegkd the chamber and rushed into 
his arms. 
He gathered them in with 
a look of paternal pride. 
"I last saw them in 1 9 1 V he said 
to the correspondent, 
The tall, lean man, whose retu rn 
to G erm any has created a stir in the 
allied nations, patted the children’s 
heads affectionately and then turned 
hack to the business of being in te r­ 
viewed.

In an interview granted the U n it­ 
ed Bress, "his first authorized u t t e r ­ 
ances since his retu rn from five years 
exile in 
Holland, the heir to the 
Hohenzollern throne 
indicated th a t 
he was following a policy of keeping 
hands off the turbulent political sit­ 
uation with its monarchist and com 
monist plots and underplots. 
In opening the interview the for 
mer crown prince said: 
‘‘Please don’t ask me about poli­ 
tics. 
Don’t press me for political u t ­ 
terances.” 
The next moment he opened a live­ 
ly fire of questions of his own about 
affairs of state th roughout the world, 
asking them with all the enthusiasm 
of a news hungry reporter. 
‘‘How about the British elections,” 
he demanded eagerly. 
‘ Has Lloyd George a chance to 
win tile premiership a g a i n ? ” 
‘‘I like his book,” he said. 
‘‘After five years in Holland when 
isolated from my own people I lost 
direct touch with the world,” he said, 
explain ing his lack of information. 
‘‘I have nothing but the warmest 
praise for my treatm en t in Holland.” 
he remarked and then looked around 
the room, smiled and remarked: 
‘‘But there is no place like home.” 
As he spoke two of his children 
e n t e ^ d the chamber and rushed into 
his arms. 
He gathered them in with 
look of paternal pride. 
‘‘I last saw them in 1918,” he said 
to the correspondent. 
The tall, lean man, whose retu rn 
to Germany has created a stir in the 
allied nations, patted the children's 
heads affectionately and then turned 
back to the business of being inter­ 
viewed.
